Trees 
obscured the 
view of both engineers and neither rea­ 
lized the other's approach 
until they 
were alinit two hundred 
feet 
apart 
Both applied the 
emergency 
brakes,

impact and were both practically

molished. 
Cars were scattered uhouf 
the track in great confusion, the wool 
en cars collapsing entirely.

THREE-FOURTHS DONE 


Great Change Made in Seven 


Years Work. 


Washington, May 22.—“ Uncle Sam” 
has taken stock of what has been ac­ 
complished at Panama 
after 
seven 
veals of hard work. 
May 4 ended the 
seventh year of (anal construction by 
Americans. 
Only one-fourth of the great task of 
excavation remains to be done, for the 
“ground hogs" have removed 138,000.* 
OOO cubic Yards from the line of the 
canal. 
That 
leaves 
only 
44,000,000 
yards to hi* cut away. 
i he placing of the concrete in the 
locks is more than 52 per cent com­ 
pleted, tile installing of the lock gates 
has begun and 7<> per cent of the 
filling for tile (inturn dam, .which will 
feed the canal with water, has been 
done. 
The lock gates arc staggering in 
their vast pnqwuthins compared with 
the timber gates of tile canals in this 
country. Each leaf, of wlii«*h there are 
two in a gate, is 7 feet thick, (if* feet 
long and from 47 to 82 te**t in height, 
there being no fewer than 92 of these 
leaves. Special hoisting machinery has 
been installed to place these masses 
of steel. 
One of the unexpected obstacles in 
the construction was the development 
of twenty two slides in the Culehra 
cut within a distance of nine m i l e s . 
lint it is stated that flies** will not 
delay the completion of the canal, as 
the earth can easily he removed by 
dredges after the water is turned on.

The Leaders 
At this time of the year, when the 
horses are working bard plowing and 
preparing the land for the crops, sore 
( shoulders and sore necks often become 
very troublesome. 
W hile some horses 
have very tender shoulders and are 
hard to keep free from sores, yet 
many such sores are caused by poorly 
fitted collars. 
Since the service of the horse is 
largely accomplished 
by 
the shoul­ 
ders It Is of the utmost importance 
that the collar tit the neck and shoul­ 
ders properly. 
Fitting the collar is 
rather a difficult task. 
In the rnauu 
facture of collars the leather is soaked 
until It is as limp as a rag and theu 
Is fitted over a steel form representing 
the shape of the horse's neck. 
When 
dry these collars are so firm and stiff 
that usually it Is impossible to buckle 
the harness tight enough 
to bring 
them to the shape of the anim als 
neck, and the shoulders are therefore 
adjusted to the collar rather than the 
collar 
to 
the 
shoulders, 
with 
sore 
shoulders as the result. 
It Is there­ 
fore necessary, to avoid this soreness, 
that a stiff collar be adjusted to the 
shoulders of the horse for which it is 
intended. 
j 
To adjust the collar to the horse's 
I shoulder take the poorly fitted collar, 
new or old. place in three Inches of 
! water and let it remain overnight, 
in 
the morning put the collar on the 
horse and with hnme straps draw it 
snugly to. the sides of the neck. 
Be 
sure that the haute straps are proper­ 
ly adjusted, then work the horse mod 
erately through the day 
After soak­ 
ing iu this way the collar will adjust 
itself to every Inequality of the shoul­ 
ders. aud the horse will seldom be 
troll bled with soreness. 
Since the shoulders of no two horses 
are alike, each horse should have his 
own 
collar 
The collar should 
lie 
watched closely, as a collar that will 
lit in the early spring wh*»n the horse 
is fat will be too large later when he is 
worked down. 
W hile the advisability 
of using sweat pails Is a much discuss 
II cd question, yet lf the collar Is too 
large such pads may prevent soreness 
The collar should be kept scrupu 
lously clean at all times. 
It Is.not pos 
Bible to prevent sore shoulders lf the 
collars are permitted to become dirty. 
which thov will. lieeause of the sweat 
and dandruff, unless they are carefully 
watched and regularly cleaned 
Much 
care should Is* taken to clean the col­ 
lar tiefore harnessing In the morning. 
! or. lieder still. Immediately after re­ 
moving tile harness In the evening.—

The father of a fam ily w’as in 1892 
sixty years old and so worn out by the 
business struggle that he had to aban­ 
don all work. 
He had a w ife and ten 
children, seven of them boys, all less 
than twenty-one years old. * H e had 
gio.noo and with it bought a 800 acre 
rundown farm in Pennsylvania and 
started the first year $8,079 in debt. 
Then the whole family went vigorous­ 
ly and Intelligently to work. 
After seventeen years, during which 
time all the children had been educat­ 
ed at college and a beautiful home 
built, the farm hooks at the end of 
UNH) showed the place to be worth 
$39,100 and the net Income for the year 
$5,107.01. 
The fattier Is happy aud healthy and 
at seventy-seven su|ierviaes every de­ 
tail of the farm; the wife, who has 
never kept a 
servant, Is hale and 
hearty; two sons are lawyers, one Is a 
minister, one a professor, one a civil 
engineer and one a farmer, but the 
first five are putting their savings into 
nearby farms which they will later 
farm themselves.

Roads Movement. 


W heat straw will play an Important 
part in many miles of uew good roads 
which will soon be built In this coun­ 
try. Straw has been used for years on 
road s In 
Washington 
It has been 
found to give the tiest results when put 
on wet and mixed with the soil. When 
•t attered loosely on the road it ignite* 
and the work of weeks Is lost. 
The newer plans are better yet for 
the application of straw. In the first 
place, the roads w ill tie plowed and 
graded and brought to a crown. When 
the roadlied has been harrowed aud 
made level the straw is put on to a 
depth of six Inches 
A disk cutter is 
used to cut the straw up and mix it 
Into the earth. If all the straw works 
Into the roadlied more straw Is put 
on until a cushion Is formed 
A steam 
roller packs the earth and straw Into 
• hard mat as durable as asphalt and 
a road which will turn off water lf the 
grade Is right. 
The new method of mixing the straw 
with the soil costs more than that of 
throwing 
straw 
into 
the 
ruts 
and 
makes a road that will outlast gravel 
aud cinders. 
Gravel Is expensive, and 
the cost of hauling is heavy. In ail the 
lowlands and uplands in this country 
straw will lie used with the d ay soil. 
For $25 a mile a year the state high 
way commission 
of 
.Minnesota 
can 
take the most sandy road in the stats 
and turn it Into a highway which can 
bs worked with a road grader, by tbs 
use of straw, sawdust or clover, which­ 
ever is the most convenient. 
It has 
been doing this In various parts of the 
state for the last few years, paying 
for the improved roads from the ex­ 
pense fund of the commission, but it 
will ask the legislature for more mon­ 
ey to extend this work to other parts 
of the state and will extend it just as 
far as the legislature sees fit to permit 
it by the limit on the appropriation. 
Near Uainbrldge, Minn., an exjierl- 
rnental road was made with sawdust 
several years ago, but the supply at 
the local sawmill gave out. and atraw 
was used during the past season and 
with better results. 
The straw works 
Into the sand. forming a vegetable 
loam which can fie handled by the 
road grader and 
will 
also support 
heavier loads than are possible with 
the sand in Its natural condition. 
G. W. Cooley, state engineer, also 
has shown the people w’hnt can be ac­ 
complished by constant watch of the 
roads, as Is done in foreign countries. 
by maintaining a man on a stretch of 
road all the time. 
Last season a road 
six miles south of Stillwater. Minn., 
was under experiment. 
The year lie- 
fore a road leading from St. Paul Into 
Dakota county was watched 
For $25 
n mile for the season these or other 
roads can fie kept in such condition 
that they may be used every day dur­ 
ing the experiment.

About Slobbering Horses. 


Horses that sloblier excessively are 
not only weakened thereby, but they 
are also very unpleasant to work or 
drive during windy days on account of 
the discharge from the mouth blowing 
in the driver's face or on his clothing. 
There are several causes for slobber­ 
ing 
Colt* between two and fouryears 
old are apt to slobber while toot fling 
or when becoming accustomed to the 
fits in their mouths. 
A foreign sub 
(dunce lodged In the mouth usually 
causes 
sloiilierlng 
Irregular 
teeth 
quite often cause Mn extra secretion of 
saliva 
Au inflammation of the mouth 
or tongue caused by the admltiistra 
thin of strong drugs will produce an 
excessive flow of saliva. 
Then some 
kinds of food. such a* fresh second 
crop clover, will cause an excessive 
flow of saliva. 
In order to correct trouble of this 
kind the first thing to do la to ascer 
fain the cause. 
If irregular teeth are 
responsible they should be tiled off. lf 
the food Is the cause change the feed 
at once 
lf caused by giving strong 
drugs apply sweet oil to the mouth 
In the case of cotts wash out th** 
month four times a day with a prep 
aration of one ounce of powdered 
slum dissolved in a quart of water 
This wash may also fie used In case* 
caused by irregular teeth or by the 
feed lf the animal does not quickly re­ 
cover when these onuses are remedied
